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The Forward Movement China. 
How the Alliance Helping. 


Tut awakening of China, of which we spoke in 
our last issue, is both a challenge and an oppor- 
tunity. It is a challenge to the missionary forces 
of Christendom, and an opportunity unexampled 

im the history of Missions. The thought expressed 

by a contemporary, “ if that immense nation de- 

clared itself Christian, its conversion would be 
one of the stupendous events in history,” is ample 
incentive to heroic effort on the part of missionary 
societies now co-operating in the field. It should 
be, if it is not, an incentive also to every true 

Christian to take some share in the Christianizing 

of China. 

One of the most hopeful features of the present 
crisis is the unification of Christian forces in China. 
It is an inspiration to read the following declara- 
tion of the recent Shanghai Conference on the 
subject of Christian Unity :— 

“ That this Conference unanimously holds the 
Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments as 
the supreme standard of faith and prattice, and 
holds firmly the primitive apostolic faith ; further, 
while acknowledging the Apostles’ Creed and 
the Nicene Creed as substantially expressing the 
fundamental doctrines of the Christian faith, 
the Conference does not adopt any creed as the 
basis of Church unity, and leaves confessional 
questions to the judgment of the Chinese Church 
for future consideration; yet, in view of our 
knowledge of each other's doctrinal symbols, 
history, work, and character, we gladly recognize 
ourselves as one body, teaching one way of 
eternal life and calling men into one holy fellow- 
ship, and as one in regard to the great body of 
doctrine of the Christian faith ; one in our teach- 
ing as to the love of God the Father, God the 
Son, and God the Holy Ghost ; one in our testi- 
mony as to sin and salvation, and our homage to 
the divine and holy Redeemer of men one in 
our call to the purity of the Christian life, and 
im our witness to the splendours of the Christian 
hope. . 

“We frankly recognize that we differ as to 
methods of administration and Church govern- 
ment. But we unite in holding that these differ- 
ences do not invalidate the assertion of our real 

unity in our common witness to the Gospel of 


the grace of God.” 


Already this firm deciaration of belief and 
manifestation of a united front to the forces of 
heathendom is telling not only in China, but 
nearer home, on the Churches of the West. We 
believe that the ultimate purpose of the Shangha: 
Conference was to lay the foundation of a native 
Federated Christian Church in China, an ideal 
capable, surely, of realization, and desirable from 
every standpoint—especially that of the mountain 
of ignorance and superstition which has to be 
removed, and the forces necessary to effect its 
removal. An idea of what has to be accomplished 
is gained from the following paragraph, a cutting 
from the 

The Chinese when he becomes a Christian generally 
becomes a loyal and firm one. Christianity won its way 
through persecution in the Roman Empire, and it is even 
a common criticism of the historians that it would not 
have triumphed so rapidly but for its martyrdoms; ye! 
the splendid emergence of Chinese Christianity from 
persecution remains remarkable. In the attempt in 1900 
to destroy Christianity over two hundred and ninety 
Protestant missionaries were killed, and it is estimated 
that sixteen thousand native Christians were massacred. 
In 1900 there were a hundred and ten thousand native 
communicants, but this number has since almost doubled 
If the families of the fall Church members and catechu 
mens be reckoned, there are about a million people now 
in touch with Christianity. Speaking of the possible 
evangelization of all China, the report says :—‘ Assuming 
the population of the Chinese Empire to be 300,000,000, 
this would mean that some 40,000 Chinese pastors would 
be required, of, say, about 34,000 in addition to the 
existing number of 6,000 ordained and unordained pastors 
and workers. If, therefore, the missionary societies re 
solve, if possible, to work up during the next ten years 
to this ideal of 34,000 pastors, this would imply that the 
task or duty that will lie before each missionary in China 
during this period of ten years would be to endeavour to 
train, or to enlist with a view to training, on an average 
one Chinese pastor each year, or ten pastors in ten 
years.’ 

It will be seen that the task before workers in 
the field and the Christian Churches at home is no 
trivial one ; the outlook demands serious thought 
and cheerful service on the part of all. : 

This leads to comment on the part the Alliance 
is taking in the accomplishment of the evangeliza- 
tion of China. The message of our acting Vice-

the awakening of China will be the formation of 
many new branches of the Evangelical Alliance, 
additions to that already existing at Shanghai. In 
the meantime the Week of Prayer is finding wider 
and wider observance in China, with stirring results. 
Through the kindness of Kev. Joseph Adams 
VR. M. U. we are enabled to reproduce tne Week 
of Prayer programme as printed in Chinese, and 
circulated throughout Hankow. [The programme 
is also printed in Chinese in various magazines, 
including the /méelligencer and the Ne China 
Magazine, la a letter accompany - 
ing the programme Mr. Adams says: 

“The meetings of the Week of Prayer were 


attended by many hundreds of Chinese Christians. 


| enclose a copy of the Chinese translation of 
your programme of subjects. We had meetings 
daily. A description of a day here Tuesday will 
suffice for the whole. 

About twenty-five English, American, (-erman, 
and Swedish missionaries met at the house of 
Rev. J. S. Adams for prayer. An address was 
given by the Rev. Norman Page, of the Wesleyan 
Missionary Society. The subjects for prayer had 
been beautifully emphasized at the Centenary 
Missionary Conference at Shanghai in May last.

“ This was also illustrated later, at 2.30, when the 
Chinese Christians met in the large chapel of 
the Baptist Missionary Union. On the platform 
were about My of the leading Chinese ministers 
and workers of all the Missions, while some 700 
Christians filled the body of the hall. It was a 
joyous time. First on the programme was a hymn 


of praise, led by a blind organist ; then a few words 
from Mr. Adams, who led the meeting. [tis a rule 
in these three cities that a member of the Mission 
in whose chapel the meeting is held condacts the 
ser ice, while addresses are delivered by the mem- 
bers of other Missions, 

“The subjects were divided into sections, cach 
section followed by two prayers, one by a Chinese, 
the other by a foreigner (in the same language). 
The address was given by Rev. C. W. Allan, of the 
Wesleyan Missionary Society, Wuchang. Ht was 
an eloquent and forceful appeal for the unity of 
Christians based on the Lord's Prayer, the Father 
in Heaven, the Will of the Father, the Coming of 
the Kingdom, the Doing of His Will. 

“The meeting was thrown open, and addresse» 
were delivered, five minutes each, by a number of 
native workers. The closing hymn of praise was 
glorious, and filled one with anticipation of coming 
blessing. ‘Behold how good and how pleasant for 
brethren to dwell together in unity,’ for there the 
Lord commanded the blessing, even life for ever- 
more.. 

This letter speaks for itself, and evidences the 
important future for Alliance principles and work 
in China. Already, through the China Inland 
Mission, whose honoured head, Mr. D. E. Hoste, 
and home director, Mr. Walter B. Sloan, are both 
warm members of the Alliance, the Week of Prayer 
is observed in many parts. As Lord Kinnaird’s 
message to the Centenary meeting put it, we en- 
pect great things in the future,” and in seeking to 
help by uniting in common prayer at the opening 
of each new year the Christian forces in Chima, 
the Evangelical Alliance is playing an important 
part in thé subsequent evangelization of this vast 
Empire.

fying to the unity that already binds them together ; as 
the motto of the Alliance pats it: ‘Unum Corpus Sumus 
in Christo’ (‘ We are one body in Christ It said to 
the world : la thinking us separated by insurmountable 
barriers you misjudge ws." Dr. Hoyles told of the quiet 
vet firm and strong pressure brought by the Alliance 
to bear upon Governments, and of its recent successful 
efforts in Malta.

FOLLOWING the accounts given in our 

issue, the Council of the Evangelical Alliance have 
received from Mr. W. W. Peet, of Constantinople, 
further reports of suffering through famine and 
distress in Armenia. The Counci! have felt con- 
strained to vote a second sum of / 50 for purposes 
of relief, and we append a letter acknowledging its 
safe arrival.

“Dear Mr. Gooch,—I have your letter of Feb 


ruary 17th, enclosing cheque for {50 as a further 
contribution from the Alliance toward the sufferers 
through famine in Asia Minor, I have sent (25 of 
this to Hadjin and the remainder to Bitlis, and | 
will enclose with copies of letters received from 
these places. I am bearing in mind the request 
you have made that this money should be used, as 
tar as possible, to relieve families of Christian

Present suffering through distress in Armenia is 
portrayed in the following reports which Mr. Peet 
forwards 

TURKEY, 
January voth, 1908. 

“The 5 liras which you so kindly sent for the 
relief of Christian families in the stricken district 
came to me this week, and I thank you most 
sincerely for it. 

“ We have invested all the money that we could 
command in wheat, and had it ground into floar. 
A committee of four have been asked to help us— 
the two past6rs and two very trustworthy men 
from the church committee. All cases reported 
are carefully investigated, and only to the very 
neediest is help given. To those who are able 
to work we give, if they have large families, two 
days’ work; if small, less. For each days work 
we give about 15 cents worth of flour. Thirty 
cents worth of flour a week is not much to keep a 
family on, but it is the difference between a 
pittance and starving. The first church pastor 
sent me a list of forty-eight families who have no 
food in their houses. If to this is added the poor 
of the second church and the Gregorian churches, 
what must the total be? 

Our Bible woman heard continual crying from 
one and on investigating found a widow 
and three children who had been three days with- 
out food. One family have suffered terribly 
because the father is sick, in fact, has been an 
invalid for years, and 'the son who supported the 
family died while away from home looking for 
work. Two very sad cases were brought to our 
notice this week: One of an old, sick man lying 
in a stable with no food, no fuel, and no one to 
care for him. Another of a boy, a paralytic, in 
almost the same circumstances. Our Bible woman 
Says that he seems happy through it all—happy in

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This failure of compulsion has led those who 
desire that the different Churches should yet be in 
fellowship with each other to suggest action by 
the Churches themselves, in the way of organic 
union between them, and several methods have 
been submitted fer accomplishing this. We thus 
approach the second method, one partly human 
and partly Divine. Laying on the one side for the 
present the reasons advanced in favour of such 
union, let us consider the proposal itself. 

Un the surface there seems no reason why the 
different sections of the Church of Christ should 
not be united. They accept the same God, the same 
Holy Scriptures, the same Christian Faith, the same 
Divine Redeemer, the same Holy Ghost, and are 
looking forward to the same eternal blessedness. 
What can there be to hinder Union between 
men, having so many and such great things in 
common? In answering this question, we have to 
consider not so much their agreements, as their 
differences ; and these are not insignificant. These 
Churches differ from one another in matters of 
,doctrine, that is, in their interpretations of Scrip. 
ture, in matters of polity or methods of administra- 
ion, and in matters of worship or modes of 
approaching the Divine Being in spiritual exercises 
and service; and the question is, How can men 
who thus differ come into agreement with one 
another? In matters of doctrine men stand as far 
apart as is all the distance between the Supra- 
lapsarian Calvinist and the simple Deist. Plainly, 
men on the outer edges of such beliefs cannot 
possibly unite with one another; but should they 
proceed to cross that intervening space, they may 
come at length to a middle region, where they 
can stand face to face and take each other's hands 
and to the men who thus stand side by side Union 
is possible. When we examine the question of 
Polity, we are confronted with substantially the 
same problem. To some men Polity is a matter of 
perfect insignificance, while to others it is a matter 
of Divine appointment ; and these feel themselves 
bound not only to have a Polity, but to have that 
very one which they believe God has appointed. 
Here also men at the extremes cannot unite ; but 
there is, again, a middle place, where these differ- 
ences are reduced to a minimum, and there Union 
might be possible. So also, lastly, with forms of 
worship. Some hold these also to be matters of 
express Divine direction, while others regard them 
as altogether matters of expediency. Here, again, 
there may be a middle place, where differences 
cease to exist and the men standing there be able 
to unite. The way seems thus clear for the men 
in the middle to unite; but, unhappily, men 
who are in the middle on one of these subjects 
may be on the extreme edge on one or both of the 


others, so that Union may be as far off as 
ever. 

A modification of this scheme has therefore 
been proposed; that, as Worship and Doctrine 
are somewhat variable, Administration or Polity 


_ should be viewed as furnishing a bond of Union, 


so that all persons adhering to any one Polity 
should agree to unite, and form one Church in 
accordance with their particular Polity, a process 
which would immensely and immediaiciy lessen 
the number of existing denominations. Such a 
procedure would, at least, be possible ; but, in the 
meantime, the interests affected are so many that 
we fear it may be regarded, at least for the present, 
as, after all, but a pious wish. 

What, then, are we to do? Is the number of 
different Christian Churches, with their distinctive 
tenets, to be enlarged indefinitely, and the world 
to see a broken line of friends and foes’? By no 
means. These different proposals begin at the 
wrong end. They seck to work inward from the 
outside, in place of seeking to work outward from 
the inside. They propose that Churches of a 
common Polity should unite in forming one great 
organization, an organization that would be per- 
fectly compatible with the most divergent inner 
life among its members. Visible union has its 
place and value, but is wholly distinct from spiritual! 
unity, or that unifying of believers effected by the 
Holy Spirit, directly or indirectly, That Unity for 
which our Lord prayed was not a union of Church 
organizations—-a mere visible union—for such 
could exist and yet the individuals be as far apart 
as are the Poles themselves. He sought not for 
Union but Unity, actual and positive oneness in 
thought and feeling in the inner life and experi- 
ences of His followers. There may be Unity with- 
out Union, but there can be no true Union without 
Unity. The Unity for which our Lord prayed re- 
ferred to the deepest elements in human nature, and 
„* induce a condition there similar, as it were, 
to that already existing between Himself and His 
Father; “that they may be one; as Thou, 
Father, art in Me, and | in Unity means, 
therefore, similarity in the innermost life of — 
soul, and in its exercises, and is quite en — 
with differences between men on other 
or even on matters connected with tha: ar ie 
but not essential to it.

and “The Gift of Tongues.” 


Is a striking pamphlet recently poblished by the Evan- 
gelical Alliance” Sir Robert Anderson says: — 

“Are we warranted in claiming ‘Pentecostal gifts’ 
to~day? The special gift which is the boast of this new 
‘revival is that of tongues. io the Irvingite movement 
‘tongues were not wanting, bet they were thrown into 
the shade by the higher gitt of . The super. 
natural character of the utterances, the fulness and 
fervour with which testimony was borne to Christ. and 
the peace and joy experienced by those on whom the 
power fell, seemed clear proof that all was divine. 
And yet it was from beneath. This docs not prove 
that similar manifestations to-day are counterfeits, but 
it is an overwhelming reason for vigilance and care in 
testing them. And the more closely we study the 


movement in the light of Scripture, the more will our 
suspicions of it deepen. 
“Its physical are well fitted to excite 


distrust. To attribute to mere hysteria the bodily par 
oxyems which are common in the prayer meeti is 
perhaps to take too kindly a view of them. The Holy 
Spirit, moreover, does not promote hysteria. And the 
si sighings of the Spirit's mtercession {—what have 
they in common with the shouts and screams which 
disturb the neighbours’? But this is only the fringe of 
the subject: the movement must be tested and judged 
in the light of the fourteenth chapter of 1 Corinthians.

And 
the Apostolic r to guide their use are as practical 
as the chairman of any public meeting could desire!

It is interesting to mark the increased attention 
that is being manifested amongst Christians to the 
great principle to which the Evangelical Alliance 
is intended specially to bean witness, viz., the union 
in Christ of all true Christians, and the communi. 
cation which should exist amongst them on this 
ground, notwithstanding all denominational differ- 
ences. Happily there are signs both within and 
without the Christian Churches of a yearning for 
closer fellowship among those who name the Name 
of Christ. This ought to make all hearts glad. 
Movements such as the Evangelical Alhance, 
Northfield, Mildmay, Keswick, and other agencies 
encouraging ‘the communion of saints and the 
deepening of spiritual life, are features of our times 
calling for wider recognition and practical support 
in view of the greater influence which each in its 
separate organization and sphere of work may be- 
come. Each of these movements has aims and 
objects more or less in common, and exists on a 
settled foundation of belief so far as main essentials, 
the inspiration and authority of Holy Scripture, and 
fundamental truths of the Gospel contained therein, 
are concerned. It is food for serious reflection how 
far any or all of these movements might come into 
closer co-operation or even become amalgamated, 
so as to concentrate effort in the direction of 
Christian unity, united prayer, and practical benefits 
arising therefrom to Christian life, character, and 
work. 

On the other hand, there are movements to- 
day for union and fellowship amongst nominal 
Christians without regard to doctrinal and essential 
Truths. In other directions these Truths are be- 
littled, or re-stated to meet the shallow views of 
modern thought, and to encourage the widening of 
so-called Christian Brotherhood at the expense of 
Christ and His Word. Among such movements 
the “New Theology” has gained a prominent 
place, and has effected no little evil in leading 
astray less intelligent and instructed people, who 
thus reap the harvest of neglect to study the Word 
of God, being thereby tossed about by every wind 
and wave of doctrine. 

When the “New Theology” movement first 
appeared the Evangelical Alliance promptly 
entered the arena, and has organized and con- 
sistently carried out an effective campaign against 
it, both on the platform and through the printed 
page. In various parts of the country large united 
meetings have been held under the auspices of the 


Alliance, while in London, metropolitan meetings 
for the re-affirmation of foundation Truths are still 
in progress, two great gatherings having already 
been held in the East and West districts, while 
other centres are being arranged for. 

The Alliance Tractarian movement has also 
accomplished magnificent results in exposing the 
errors of this so-called “ New Theology.” Early 
in 1907 a series of special pamphiets by writers 
of note was projected and subsequently issued, but 
the Council had no reason to expect the demand 
which there already has been for these pamphlets. 
From every conceivable part of the world appli- 
cations for specimen copies or free grants have 
been received and responded to, and there is every 
indication that this department of Alliance work 
might prove of much wider usefulness if funds were 
forthcoming to continue the preparation, printing, 
and wise circulation of the pamphlets. At present 
nine subjects have been treated by our writers, 
whose names are announced in our advertisement 


pages. Other subjects are under consideration. 
There is also a call for the translating of some of 
the pamphiets into foreign languayes for circulation 
abroad. it will be seen how great a work lies 
ready to our hands if those who value tract distri. 
bution as one of the most fruitful forms of Christian 
service will contribute funds for this purpose. The 
Council could wisely use a sum of / 500 in this 
ial direction during the next twelve months, 
and in view of the forces organizing for an attack 
on our common Christianity they cannot but think 
that there are those who will gladly and generously 
to the needs set forth, The Alliance 
Tractarian Movement is a missionary one, copies 
sold in quantity being supplied at cost price, the 
larger circulation being free grants for special 
distribution. 

Provided due notice is given, the Alliance is 
ready to organize, in any meetings for the 
re ion of Gospel Truths, and will send 
speakers able to refute “New Theology” and 
other modern heresies. In special cases the 
Council are prepared to help in the expenses of 
such meetings. 

We may well be thankful that the founders of 
the Evangelical Alliance were guided to agree on 
the short and broad assertion of fundamental! 
truth which forms the Basis of our own union 
and that of many other religious organizations. 
Without this bulwark the Alliance might be en 
posed, and justly exposed, to the charge brought 
against some Churches and religious organizations, 
that of possessing no standard of evangelical Truth 
by which departures from the essentials of that 
Truth can, be judged.

Books worth Reading. 


CHRISTIAN ESSENTIALS: A RE-STATEMENT 
FOR THE PEOPLE OF TO DAY. By Fan 
BALLARD, D. D., M. X. B. Sc. (London: Culley.) 


Dr. Ballard is a Wesleyan of modern type. He is 
scientific and socialistic, and quite up to date. He is a 
hard hitter, especially when dealing with old-fashioned 
Christians; and he is acute—or, to spell it in modern 
fashion, cute, though exceedingly respectful — when 
discussing the position of his fellow-socialist, R. J. 
Campbell. He is very frank in giving us his views, and 
a reviewer may naturally be expected to be equally out- 
spoken. 

What are Christian essentials? Every preacher, 
minister, and missionary puts the question to himself, 
prays over it, am! searches the New Testament for his 
answer. But the New Testament constantly refers him 
to the Old. The great doctrines concerning the God- 
head, the creation and preparation of earth for man, the 
entrance of sin into the world, the need and nature of 
justification by faith, the way of propitiation. these and 
other foundation-stones of Christianity are imbedded in 
the far past, and are set forth in the Books of Moses. 
The six hundred passages of the Old Testament which 
are referred to in the New are not merely cited as 
illustrations, but are, in many cases at least, set forth as 
proofs, They are regarded as true by our Lord and His 
authorized followers, and become weapons of controversy 
with the Jews. In fact, were it not for these passages 
it is hard to understand how Christianity would have 
made headway against Judaism. The Old Testament 
was to St. Paul what the New Testament was to Martin 
Luther and the Reformers. Probably Dr. Ballard would 
give a general assent to some such view of the Christian 
Faith, though he would be slow to demand of a modern 
Gentile what Paul demanded of an ancient Jew. 

But then we come to the word wre statement. From 
time to time every Christian teacher has to review and 
revise his life and his doctrine. Am I teaching what 
Christ would have me teach ? and am I walking in His 
steps? And if, after making the necessary and humbling 
deduction which is due to my infirmities, I can honestly 
answer in the affirmative, [ go on to ask whether I am 
adapting my teaching to the requirements of modern 
thought, discovery, and language. Here I am » between 


gave a highly appreciated address on the work 
carried on by the Mission in Italy.

Scylia and Charybdis. I must not let go of my Biblical 
chart yet; I must adapt myself to the current of 
modernism, so far as my chart permits me. Probably 
here again Dr. Ballard would signify his general assent ; 
but it is the business of a reviewer to test such a re-state. 
ment as we have before us by the light of the original 
documents. 

During the nineteen centurtes which have followe 
the Christian era there have been many accretions to the 
simple faith. Controversies have led to the necessity of 
formula ; cattows and costumes (the same word!) have 
altered ; the meaning of words, such as real, substance, 
&c., has changed ; the idea of the universe and of God's 
relation to it, and of the wn between the physical, 
psychical, and spiritual is different ; the attitude of the 
individual to the community and to the human race is 
undergoing a gradual and precious transformation. As 
we realize all this we almost stand aghast at the responsi- 
bility of thinking out and publishing a re-statement. 
The danger of breaking down whait—Losd Bacon calle: 
the ‘‘ idols of the market,” the common talk and thought 
of the people of to-day, is very great. We may pull out 
wheat whilst only aiming at tares. 

Dr. Ballard has no such fear. He secs clearly, and 
puts strongly the thoughts of modern science which give 
us such exalted thoughts of God. 
with those who call men sinners, but do not explain 
what sin is, and freely discusses modern views on the 
subject. His own view of sin is true up to a certain 
point, but it does not occur to him to study tie Hebrew 
Bible on the subject, otherwise he wouiu have brought 
out what is the key to the whole doctrine, namely, that 
by sinning we defeat the end for which we nave been 
created. In this connection he is open to grave mis 
understanding when he says (p. 47), ** Unquestionably 
theology has erred in treating the first three chapters 
of Genesis as literal and prosaic history”; and again 


(p. 49), There never was such 2 thing as total de- 
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ptavity or hereditary guilt.” But in each case he pulls 
himself up afterwards, so that what he has broken down 
with axes and hammers be partially restores. 

Dealing with the Atonement,” Dr. Ballard neglects 
again his Hebrew Bible. There is a world of mean

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He deals sensibly 
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This seems « defect in teacher. (enerally 
speaking, he scems more concerned in dinproving error 
and giving popular exposition of ireth than m hasing 
his own study on the original Scriptures. Still, he brings 
everything to Christ, and reads great truths in the ligh 
of the Cross—and that is excellent. In dealing with the 
dates of the Gospels he is rather haphazard, for he teln 
we that “It mast never be forgotten that Paul's four 
main letters (Romans, and 2 Corinthians, and (;alatians), 
the authorship of which is beyond controversy, were 
long before the earliest ip. 118). This 
is an exaggeration. Hy his own confession, Si. Mark 
(according to Harnack) was written between 4.0. 65 
and 70 (p. tgy); but this is a mere «peculation.§ It ix 
only an dictum on Dr. Hallard’s pari, but “the 
people of to-day,” for whom he is writing, might get 
quite a false impression of the truth. The teaching oon 
tained in the Gospets is transitional, and may be called 
pre-Christian, and probably mech of t was written down 
lomg before —rether than long after —the epistles mentioned 
above.

His language is alway: intelligible and his good sense
